the operation of this rule . 


1. Short title . These rules may be called Goa

2. Application . These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule to these 
rules. 


5. These rules will come into effect from the date 
of the Notification and will relate to appointments 
to the various posts made on or after this date.

The presi 
ding authority shall not reject any nomination paper 
on the ground of any defect, which is not of a subs 
tantial character . If any nomination paper is rejected 
by the presiding authority , he shall record in writing , 
a brief statement of his reasons for such rejection .. 
He shall then read out to the meeting the names of 
the candidates, who in his opinion have been validly 
nominated , together with the names of their pro 
posers. 

( 2 ) Any candidate whose nomination paper is deli-. 
vered to the Chief Officer may attend the meeting 
from the commencement of the proceeding for co 
-option till the time for withdrawal of candidature 
expires . 

(3 ) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature 
by notice in writing subscribed by him and delivered 
to the presiding authority within fifteen minutes 
from the time of reading out the names of validly 
nominated candidates .
